Students and faculty arriving on 
campus Friday morning were greeted 
by chalk messages challenging Presi- 
dent Donald Gerth’s decision regard- 
ing Monday-Wednesday-Friday classes. 

Approximately 150 chalk messages 
appeared on the ground in front of nu- 
merous buildings on campus including 
Mendocino Hall, the Library, the 
Union and Lassen Hall, according to 
Campus Police. — 

Some of the messages expressed 
anger and frustration, challenging the 
potential schedule change that would 
eliminate most Monday-Wednesday 
classes next fall. 

The messages read, “Save MW 
4 Classes,” “Professors and Students 
Unite!” and “Thank Gerth It’s Friday,” 
among others. One message read, 
“Disagree? Call ---- ” followed by 
Gerth’s home phone number. 

ASI is currently attempting to en- 
courage Gerth to reconsider the sched- 
ule change. 

“Associated Students, Inc. only 
takes diplomatic and approved proce- 
dural channels of getting things done,” 
said ASI Chair of Student Relations 
Janus Norman. “Some of the messages 
were very distasteful. Campus beauti- 
fication is not ASI’s jurisdiction.” 

California State Student Associa- 
tion Representative Brandon Kline 
said, ‘These (chalkings) were effec- 
tive in their drive to awaken the ad- 
ministration.” 

Campus Police were notified, a re- 
port was filed and pictures were taken 
of the messages. 

“We’re assuming the time frame 
of the chalkings took place between 
Thursday night at 5 p.m. and Friday 
morning around 8 a.m. We were noti- 
fied around 10 a.m.,” said Public In- 
formation Officer John Hamrick. “We 
have listed this as possible vandalism, 
but we are not sure yet.” 

Hamrick said that Campus Police 
were notified close to 10 a.m., how- 
ever, according to police media logs, an 
anonymous caller report filed late 
Thursday asked police to go investigate 
students outside writing messages close 
to midnight. When police went to in- 
vestigate, the group said they had re- 
ceived permission for the activity.

A section of Santa Clara Hall 
remains closed a week after haz- 
ardous materials crews responded 
to a report of a white, powdery 
substance at Sacramento State. 

Preliminary tests on the sub- 
stance showed that it was not an- 
thrax, the potentially deadly bac- 
teria receiving international 
attention after being mailed to 
prominent figures and businesses 
around the globe. However, final 


test results will not be in until to- 
morrow, said Frank Whitlatch of 
the Sac State Public Affairs office. 

“Tnitial tests show that it was 
not anthrax,”’ Whitlatch said Mon- 
day. “‘At this time we don’t know 
what it is.” 

A contractor was working on 
renovations in the building last 
Wednesday when an envelope 
was found, said Sacramento Po- 
lice Officer Dennis Biederman. 

“Inside, there was a $5 bill 
with white powder on it,” Bie-

An Associated Students, Inc.- 
planned protest and possible sit-in over 
the decision to start a Monday-Wednes- 
day-Friday class schedule next year 
was Called off after Sacramento State 
President Donald Gerth hastily 
arranged an unprecedented meeting 
with ASI board members Friday. 

Gerth and Vice President for Stu- 
dent Affairs Shirley Uplinger met with 
board members for nearly an hour and 
offered ASI a chance to submit alter- 
native scheduling plans to the one 
Gerth announced Oct. 1. 

“T’m willing to hear different ideas,” 
Gerth said. 

When Gerth confirmed that he had 
decided to alter the fall 2002 prime 
time schedule from its present format 
to one that includes mandatory Friday 
class sessions, he said, “That’s that.” 

But Uplinger said, “President Gerth 
asked for the Friday meeting because 


he now understands students believe -

cision process.” 

Gerth’s new understanding fol- 
lowed a heated Thursday afternoon 
discussion with ASI President Artemio 
Pimentel, after Pimentel presented him 
with an ASI resolution that “condemns 
the lack of collegiality and shared gov- 
ernance used to produce the plan.” 

Gerth described that meeting with 
Pimentel as “unproductive.” 

“Our difference is that I care more 
about the issue and Art cares more 
about the process,” Gerth said. 

But Pimentel said the disagreement 
ran deeper than that. 

“The tone of the discussion was 
pretty harsh,” he said. “He told me, ‘If 
ASI wants war, then it’s war.’” 

When Gerth met with a hastily as- 
sembled ASI board the next day he 
admitted, “Students should have been 
on the committee that examined this is- 
sue.” | 

That meeting was arranged shortly 
after Gerth found out that ASI was 
considering a demonstration in his of- 


fices sometime this week.

Provost disputes 
leave of absence 


Bass de Martinez 
says she has no 
plans to travel to 
Africa, despite 
Gerth’s claim

Former Provost and Vice President 
of Academic Affairs Bernice Bass de 
Martinez has no plans to join a Uni- 
versity-funded program in West Africa, 


despite President Donald Gerth’s claim 


to the contrary. 

Bass de Martinez said Monday that 
until last week, she had no plans to 
leave her post with the University, let 
alone travel to another continent. This 
directly contradicts Gerth’s claim.in a 
memorandum distributed across cam- 
pus Oct. 8, which stated she would be 
taking a one-year leave of absence “at 
her request.” 

She also said she is “not supposed 
to be on campus,” and alluded to a 
possible lawsuit against the Universi- 
ty. Neither Gerth nor Bass de Martinez 
have stated who made the decision to 
vacate the post, but Bass de Martinez 
emphasized that she wanted to stay at 
Sacramento State. 

“TI made a serious commitment to 
stay at Sac State,” she said. “I never 


dreamed it would go like this.” 

Gerth was unavailable for comment 
by The Hornet's Monday deadline. He 
said Oct. 8 that Bass de Martinez 
would be able to return to a tenure- 
track faculty position, but her admin- 
istrative positions could be perma- 
nently filled before her return. 
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Bass de Martinez left her position 
effective Oct. 8. 


“T haven’t had a chance to consult 
with people on our next step,” Gerth 
said. | 

Dean of Faculty and Staff Affairs 
David Wagner said that to the best of 
his knowledge, Bass de Martinez made 
the request for the leave of absence. 
He said the request would have gone _ 
directly to Gerth.

Associated Students, Inc. passed 
a resolution in support of student re- 
tention measures after controversy 
over whether to make a seminar 
mandatory or optional for incoming 
freshman students. 

ASI President Artemio Pimentel 
ran on a platform touting student re- 
tention last spring, especially for stu- 
dents whose studies show they are 
most likely to quit college without a 
degree. 

Many minority students have ex- 
pressed concern at high drop out 
rates in their ranks and want ASI to 
address it. 

“T will be your best friend, Mr. Pi- 
mentel and Mr. Guerra, if something 
is resolved this year,” said student 
Corey Martin at the meeting’s open 
forum session. 

Currently, less than 50 percent of 


students graduate within six years. 


of enrollment, according to recent 
University statistics. 

The retention resolution calls for 
the University to add a mandatory 
freshman seminar to the curriculum 


that would teach incoming students 
basic life skills. 
Item 4 in the resolution states that 


the mandatory seminar will “‘pro- 
vide instruction and guidance re- 
garding time management, the im- 
portance of education and what it 
will take to succeeed at a four-year 
university.”

Proposals to strike the contro- 
versial item entirely or to make it an 
optional course both failed with the 
board.

Senator works to track foreign

Dianne Feinstein 
has backed off from her proposal for a 
six-month moratorium on student visas, 
she is still working closely with the 
California State, University’s Chancel- 
lor to implement a tracking system for 
foreign students. 

CSU spokesperson Colleen Bent- 
ley-Adler said the Chancellor’s Office

dropping her moratorium proposal, 
Bentley-Adler said, was getting assur- 
ance from universities and colleges 
from around the country that they 
would implement the tracking system. 

Feinstein’s proposal wants to fast- 
track the Student and Exchange Visitor 
Information Systems program, which 
has been in the works since 1996. 

The program was developed by the 
Immigrant and Naturalization Services 
after the Illegal Immigration Reform 
and Immigrant Responsibility act of 
1996 was passed. 

The program was originally called 
Coordinated Interagency Project Reg- 
ulating International Students and 
Scholars. The pilot program began in 
June 1997 and ended in October 1999. 

_ According to information provided 
by the American Association of Col- 
legiate Registrars and Admission Of- 
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ficers, INS Commissioner James Ziglar 
told Congress Oct. 11 that with gov- 
ernment funding, the program could 
be ready a year earlier then expected. 

“With appropriated funds up front, 


_ we can deliver the system one year in 


advance of the current deadline of De- 
cember 2003,” Zigler said. 

Feinstein’s proposal is asking the 
government to give the INS $32.3 mil- 
lion in appropriations to fund the im- 
plementation of the program. 

Feinstein’s representatives said the 
proposal is currently being put into 
legislative language and is subject to 
change.

complish our short-term objectives. 
Looking the other way to our human 
rights.fears in countries like Iran, Pak- 
istan and Tajikstan in exchange for 
short-term favors is an affront to our 
own professed values. 

Escalating a war on terrorism over 
the long term will have a slim chance 
of success, considering their small and 
scattered numbers. It does not take a 
vast “network” to coordinate their low- 
tech effort. Also, terrorism is not a sin- 
gle entity that will bankrupt itself eco- 
nomically, a-la the Soviet Union. The 
best answer, unfortunately, is the long 
and difficult route of a new policy in 
the Middle East. 

Finally, our one-track view of ter- 
rorism, like Soviet Russia in the Cold 
- War, will force us to neglect thought- 
ful policies needed to confront a com- 
- plex world. We must not allow our 
concern for terrorism to overshadow 
other concerns in the world, or our 
domestic challenges. They will not 
wait.

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Students react to parking loss

Students arriving on the Sacramento 
State campus Monday morning had 
250 fewer parking spaces to choose 
from, as a portion of Lot 4 was offi- 
cially closed. 

The lot will be closed for a year 
while contractors build a second park- 
ing structure that will contain 1,000 
parking spaces. 

Until that structure is opened, more 
students will have to park in the grav- 
el overflow parking lot at the South 
end of campus. 

Freshman Elaine Olinger usually 
alrives on campus Monday mornings 
at 7:45 and parks in Lot 4. Instead, she 
had to park in Lot 8 behind the Library. 

“Tt was an inconvenience for me 
... L think that’s really dumb for them 
to build it now,” Olinger said, adding 
that she felt the lot should not have 
been closed until winter break. 

As with most changes, most stu- 
dents will adapt to the change in park- 
ing, but some were less than thrilled at 
the idea of having to parking in the 
overflow lot. 

“T refuse to park in the overflow 
lot,” said Robert Davis, a senior Com- 
puter Science major. “I'd rather just 
turn around and go home.” 

However, Davis had been prepared 
for the closure of the lot. 

“T expected it, but it doesn’t make it 
any less irritating,” he said. “T’ll just 
walk and curse the whole time.” 

Davis said he wished the structure 
was being built on the larger overflow 
lot instead of in Lot 4. 
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A portion of Lot 4 containing 250 student parking spaces was closed off 
Monday morning so construction on Parking Structure Il, which will add 
1,000 new spaces next fall, could begin. 


“Instead of blocking spots, they 
could put it in the overflow, and it could 
be a lot bigger,’ Davis said. 

“By the time they get it done, this 
won’t even make a difference,” he 
added. 

Olinger echoed his sentiments, say- 
ing that the increasing population at 
Sac State will continue to cause park- 
ing issues. 

“You'd think it would be better, but 
they'll just let in more students, so it 
won’t be beneficial,” she said. 

Not all students criticized the new 
parking structure, and some felt it 
would greatly ease the parking situation 
on campus. 

“Tn the long run, it will be better,” 
said Tim Brown, a graduate student in 
the teacher credential program. “But 
next semester will be awful.” 

Brown said his fiancee arrives on 
campus in the mid-morning, and park- 


ing is already difficult for her. 

“She has to park almost in Stock- 
ton,” Brown said. 

Erika Kato, a freshman psychology 
major, didn’t notice any difference 
when she arrived on campus at 12:30 
p.m. Monday, as did several other stu- 
dents. . 

“Tt wasn’t bad; I parked a little far- 
ther out (than normal),” said Brian 
Starkovich, a senior Engineering ma- 
jor. “But [have a 10:30 class tomorrow, 
so that’ll be interesting.” 

Overall, students seemed to be re- 
signed to the closed lot, although sev- 
eral cars were seen driving up to the lot 
and turning around in confusion. 

The lot was fenced off, and maps di- 
rected students to other parking lots 
on campus. 

‘T’ll be able to deal with it,” said se- 
nior Nick Kordich.

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Students make jump to college 
while still attending high school

The Accelerated College Entrance 
Program grants qualified high school 
students the opportunity to attend 
Sacramento State while concurrently 
attending high school. 

“ACE is set up so that students who 
excel in their high school courses or 
who have surpassed the courses that 
they can take while in high school have 
the occasion to continue with higher ed- 
ucation. The information is first sent to 
the participating high schools — specif- 
ically the counselors —who will then 
alert students to the program,” said- 
Scarlet Maurin, associate director of 
Academic Talent Search and ACE. 

The 15-year-old program is unique 
to the Sacramento area arid offers on- 
campus or off-campus instruction. 

It also allows students to take cours- 
es in subject matters that might not 
otherwise be available to them. 

“We currently have 40 to 50 stu- 
dents who are on-campus attendees, 
and at least 400 students who are off- 
campus attendees. The teachers will 
go to participating high schools to co- 
teach with the high school teachers. 
Through ACE, the students are able to 
take classes for the semester for five 
dollars,” said Lynda Nakamura, pro-

Once students are adinitte 
holds seminars that deal with life issues, 
such as buying books and knowing 
what to expect in parking, issues that 
could seriously stress an unfamiliar 
undergrad, Maurin said. 

“Basically, the meetings that I hold 
have to do with real life issues and 
what to expect in college. It’s a “know 
how to do college things’ meeting that 
allows the students to get to know each 
other and the campus,” Thomas said. 

Thomas speculates that at least one- 
third of those students participating in 
the on campus program attend Sac 
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State once they graduate from high 
school, though the number changes 
from semester to semester. 

“Usually the students that we have 
in this program are in the top portion of 
their high school class, so they are be- 
ing recruited by some of the presti- 
gious schools, such as Harvard and 
Yale,” Thomas said. 

“But some choose Sac State as their 
school of choice,” Thomas added. 

“These high school kids must at- 
tend the first class and have their add 


slips signed, allowing them to join the 


class. They do not receive special reg- 


istration, as they will not bump out any . 


current undergraduates,” Thomas said. 

Thomas, along with Maurin and 
Nakamura believes this program is a 
benefit to the whole community, al- 
lowing students an early oppornayy. to 
continue their education.

A class action lawsuit is pending in the Superior Court of the State of California for the County of San Diego, entitled Daniels v. Philip Morris, Case No. 719446 
(CCP No. 4042). This Notice is to inform you of the Court's decision to certify a Plaintiff class (the "Class"), the nature of the claims and defenses, and your rights at this time. 

Are You Affected by This Case? . 

The following are members of the Class. All persons who as California resident minors (under 18 years of age) smoked one or more cigarettes in 

| California between April 2, 1994 and December 31, 1999. The Defendants in this case are Philip Morris Incorporated; R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Company; Brown & 
Williamson Tobacco Corporation; and Lorillard Tobacco Company. 

What is This Case About? : 

Plaintiffs allege that during the relevant period, the Defendants engaged in unlawful, deceptive and unfair marketing and advertising practices in order to 
seduce and induce minors in California to smoke cigarettes in violation of Business & Professions Code §17200. Based on these allegations, the Plaintiffs seek to recover 
on behalf of themselves and the Class certified by the Court (i) disgorgement and/or restitution of all monies obtained by the Defendants from the sale of cigarettes to minors 
during the Class Period, and (ii) an order enjoining these practices. The lawsuit also requests an award of attorneys’ fees and costs if the lawsuit is successful. It is antici- 
pated that any such request by Class Counsel will be sought to be paid either by a deduction from any recovery obtained by the Class or directly by the Defendants. The 
Defendants deny all of the allegations of wrongdoing and liability to the Class.

If you 
are currently a minor, under the age of 18, the request should be signed by your parent or legal guardian, with both your name and your parent or legal guardian's name 
printed below the signature, along with your date of birth. If you do not make a timely request for exclusion in the manner specified, you will remain in the ciass and be 
bound by the judgment in the case.

“Mulholland Drive” isn’t an expensive spectacle of a 
movie, but it’s the one that director David Lynch has been 
working toward his whole career. Since the release of “Lost 
Highway,” I’d been waiting for the director to sell out. The 
film was discombobulating and inconsistent, an all- 
around head-trip — and I enjoyed every moment of it. It 
is surprising that anyone let him make another film, con- 
sidering that studios don’t like releasing anything that 
mailroom staff doesn’t understand. With “Mulholland 
Drive” Lynch shows that just because he’s getting older 
doesn’t mean he’s getting any less weird. 

The story begins with a ravishing brunette named 
Rita (Laura Harring) riding in a limo up Mulholland Dri- 
ve.

Aside from the main story, there are other side stories that 
appear to have nothing to do with the original. Mysterious 
characters pop in and out of the film, some with no apparent 
purpose. These characters are variations of each other, or 
variations of variations, which are supposed to perplex us. 
After leaming just a little about the leading characters, we 
become so confused that we might as well be the ones 
with amnesia. We are watching not for the story line, but 
for what pit stops we are going to take next on this per- 
petual journey into darkness. 

Frustration is what “Mulholland Drive” wants to cre- 
- ate, and it is a great thing. In life we don’t like confusion, 
but in the cinema, confusion is welcome. Where was Rita go- 
ing? Whose eyes are we seeing this story through? And 
what’s with the cowboy? The quickest way to understand the 
movie is to admit that you don’t understand it, because 
David Lynch himself probably doesn’t.

les, halfback Deshaun Foster. 

On a weekend when college and 
pro football was as action-packed and 
exciting as any in recent memory, Fos- 
ter was arguably the weekend’s top 
performer with 301 yards rushing 
against the University of Washington, 
a team that traditionally boasts a stout 
defense. 

To date, Foster has led his team 
to a 5-0 record and a No. 4 ranking in 
the Associated Press poll. The UCLA 
offense is one that is predicatéd on 


4 Foster’s success running the ball. And 


it’s no coincidence the defense is giy- 
ing up more than 14 fewer points per 
game because Foster has been healthy 
and durable this season. . 

Foster is to UCLA what Terrell 
Davis was to the Denver Broncos in 
the NFL before his anterior cruciate 
ligament injury, or what the red stapler 
was to Milton in the movie “Office 
Space” before Lumberg took it. 

Come December, Foster will prob- 
ably line up and take a handoff from 
the Downtown Athletic Club in New 
York. 

He’ll become the first back since 
University of Wisconsin alumnus Ron 
Dayne (1999) to win the distinction. 

Others still alive in the hunt include 
David Carr, whose brilliant passing 
has been the main reason for leading 
California State University, Fresno, to 
a surprising undefeated season, and 
offensive machine Woodrow Dantzler 
of Clemson. 

Last week The State Hornet ran a 
house advertisement for quarterback 
Ryan Leadingham’s Heisman cam- 
paign. Needless to say, his Heisman 
hopes fizzled after this weekend’s 20- 
0 shutout loss to Montana State Uni- 
versity. 


And don’t get your hopes up for 


the Hornet quarterback winning the 
hardware in seasons to come, not even 
if he throws 75 touchdowns per year. 

What Leadingham does have in 
common with Foster, Carr and possi- 
bly Dantzler is a chance to join them at 
the “next level.” 

Leadingham does not have the na- 
tional exposure of the aforementioned 
names, but he does have the size, poise, 
field vision, mobility and just enough 
arm strength to possibly warrant a sec- 
ond day selection (rounds 4-7) by an 
NFL team if he continues to show 


- marked improvement over the next 


couple seasons. 

In the meantime, though, the fo- 
cus will be on improving the second 
half of this season, where the real test 
lies for every football player’s tough- 
ness, durability and desire regardless of 
whether they’re in a national champi- 
onship or the Heisman race.

Sacramento State’s football team 
lost its third consecutive Big Sky Con- 
ference game Saturday as the Hornets 
were blanked 20-0 by Montana State 
University at Bozeman, Mont. 

The loss marked the first time the 
Hornets had been shut out since a 45- 
0 drubbing ‘at California Polytechnic 
University, San Luis Obispo, back on 
Nov. 22, 1997. 

‘T’m disappointed in that our de- 
fense did a good job of forcing Mon- 
tana State into punt situations that gave 


-us good field position, but our offense 


couldn’t capitalize,’ Sac State head 
football coach John Volek said. ““We 
just didn’t take advantage of our op- 
portunities. 

“We need to really put together our 
offense, defense and special teams. 
One of them always seems to let us 
down every game.” 

Coming off two games where the 
Hornet offense amassed over 1,000 to- 
tal yards, the Hornets were stymied by 
the Bobcat defense and a blistering 40 
mph wind that wreaked havoc on the 
Hornet attack all day. 

The Hornets were only able to 
muster 128 total yards — their lowest 
total since joining the Div. I-AA ranks. 

The Hornets (2-4 overall, 1-3 in 
conference) encountered a problem 
that has haunted them all season long: 
an inefficient run game. The team had 
a total of 16 rushing yards. If not for a 
late 14-yard scamper by junior tail- 
back Derard Barton, the rushing total 
would have been worse.

The Bobcats (4-2 overall, 3-0 in 
conference) controlled the game with 
a pounding, time-consuming ground 
attack and a strong defensive effort. 

By keeping the defense on the field 
for 34 minutes, 47 seconds — nearly 
10 minutes more than the Hornet of- 
fense — the Bobcats were able to ex- 
ploit Sac State’s banged-up defense 
that suited up only seven down line- 
men. Bobcat tailback Ryan Johnson 
carried the ball 41 times for a game- 
high 176 yards and a touchdown 

The Hornets were missing senior 
linebacker Lee Turner, defensive line- 
men Bilal Watkins and Maui Borden, 
and defensive backs Ed Canonico and 
Elton Gabourel.

(medroxyprogesterone acetate injectable suspension, USP) 


This product is intended to prevent pregnancy. It does not protect against HIV 
infection (AIDS) and other sexually transmitted diseases. 


What is DEPO-PROVERA Contraceptive Injection? . 
DEPO-PROVERA Contraceptive Injection is a form of birth control that is given as an intramus- 
cular injection (a shot) in the buttock or upper arm once every 3 months (13 weeks). To con- 
tinue your contraceptive protection, you must return for your next injection promptly at the end 
of 3 months (13 weeks). DEPO-PROVERA contains medroxyprogesterone acetate, a chemical 
similar to (but not the same as) the natural hormone Cee which is produced by your 
ovaries during the second half of your menstrual cycle. DEPO-PROVERA acts by preventing your 
egg cells from RPE If an egg is not released from the ovanes ae fe menstrual cycle, it 
cannot become fertilized by sperm and result in pregnancy. DEPO-PROVERA also causes 
changes in the lining of your uterus that make it less likely for pregnancy to occur. 
How effective is DEPO-PROVERA Contraceptive Injection? . 
The efficacy of DEPO-PROVERA Contraceptive Injection depends on following the recommend- 
ed dosage schedule exactly (see "How often do | get my shot of DEPO-PROVERA Contraceptive 
Injection"). To make sure you are not pregnant when you first get DEPO-PROVERA 
Contraceptive Injection, your first injection must be given ONLY during the first 5 days of a 
normal menstrual period; ONLY within the first 5 days after childbirth if not breast-feeding; and, 
if exclusively breast-feeding, ONLY at the sixth week after childbirth. It is a long-term injectable 
contraceptive when administered at 3-month (13-week) intervals. DEPO-PROVERA 
Contraceptive Injection is over 99% effective, making it one of the most reliable methods of birth 
control available. This means that the average annual pregnancy rate is less than one for every 
100 women who use DEPO-PROVERA. The effectiveness of most contraceptive methods 
depends in part on how reliably each woman uses the method. The effectiveness of 
DEPO-PROVERA depends only on the patient returning every 3 months we weeks) for her next 
injection. Your health-care provider will help you compare DEPO-PROVERA with other contra- 
ceptive methods and give you the information you need in order to decide which contraceptive 
method is the right choice for you. 


The following table shows the percent of women who got pregnant while using different kinds of 
contraceptive methods. It gives both the lowest expected rate of pregnancy (the rate expected 
in women who use each method exactly as it should be used) and the typical rate of pregnancy 
(which includes women who became pregnant because they forgot to use their birth control or 
because they did not follow the directions exactly).

Who should not use DEPO-PROVERA Contraceptive Injection? 
Not all women should use DEPO-PROVERA. You should not use DEPO-PROVERA if you have 
any of the following conditions: 
* if you think you might be pregnant 
* if you have any vaginal bleeding without a known reason 


* if you have had a stroke 

* if you have or have had blood clots (phlebitis) in your legs 

* if you have problems with your liver or liver disease 

* if you are allergic to DEPO-PROVERA (medroxyprogesterone acetate or any of its other 
ingredients). 

What other things should | consider before using DEPO-PROVERA 

Contraceptive Injection? 2 

You will have a physical examination before your doctor prescribes DEPO-PROVERA. It is impor- 

tant to tell your health-care provider if you have any of the following: 

* a family history of breast cancer . 

* an abnormal mammogram (breast x-ray), fibrocystic breast disease, breast nodules or lumps, or 
bleeding from your nipples 

+ kidney disease 

* irregular or scanty menstrual periods 

* high blood pressure 

* migraine headaches 

* asthma 

* epilepsy (convulsions or seizures) 

* diabetes or a family history of diabetes 

* a history of depression 

* if you are taking any prescription or over-the-counter medications

Whectic oe to become pregnant after using DEPO-PROVERA Contraceptive 
n n 
Because DEPO-PROVERA is a long-acting birth control method, it takes some time after your last 
injection for its effect to wear off. Based on the results from a large study done in the United States, 
for women who stop using DEPO-PROVERA in order to become pregnant, it is expected that 
about half of those who become pregnant will do so in about 10 months after their last injection; 
about two thirds of those who become pregnant will do so in about 12 months; about 83% of 
those who become pregnant will do so in about !5 months; and about 93% of those who become 
ae will do so in about 18 months after their last injection. The length of time you use 
Be -PROVERA has no effect on how long it takes you to become pregnant after you stop using it. 
What are the risks of using DEPO-PROVERA Contraceptive Injection? 
| Irregular Menstrual Bleeding 
The side effect reported most frequently by women who use DEPO-PROVERA for contracep- 
tion is a change in their normal menstrual cycle. During the first year of using DEPO-PROVERA, 
you might have one or more of the Te changes: irregular or unpredictable bleeding or spot- 
ting, an increase or decrease in menstrual bleeding, or no bleeding at all. Unusually heavy or con- 
tinuous bleeding, however, is not a usual effect of DEPO-PROVERA; and if this happens, you should 
see your health-care provider right away. With continued use of DEPO-PROVERA, bleeding usu- 
ally decreases, and many women stop having periods completely. In clinical studies of 
DEPO-PROVERA, 55% of the women studied reported no menstrual bleeding (amenorrhea) 
after | year of use, and 68% of the women studied reported no menstrual bleeding after 2 years 
of use. The reason that your periods stop is because DEPO-PROVERA causes a resting state in 
your ovaries. When your ovaries do not release an egg monthly, the regular monthly growth of 
the lining of your uterus does not occur and, therefore, the bleeding that comes with your nor- 
mal menstruation does not take place. When you stop using DEPO-PROVERA your menstrual 
period will usually, in time, return to its normal cycle. 
2.Bone Mineral Changes 
Use of DEPO-PROVERA may be associated with a decrease in the amount of mineral stored in 
your bones. This could increase your risk of developing bone fractures. The rate of bone miner- 
al loss is greatest in the early years of DEPO-PROVERA use, but after that, it begins to resemble 
the normal rate of age-related bone mineral loss. 
3.Cancer 
Studies of women who have used different forms of contraception found that women who used 
DEPO-PROVERA for contraception had no increased overall risk of developing cancer of the 
breast, ovary, uterus, cervix, or liver, However, women under 35 years of age whose first expo- 
sure to DEPO-PROVERA was within the previous 4 to 5 years may have a slightly increased risk 
of developing breast cancer similar to that seen with oral contraceptives. You should discuss this 
with your health-care provider. 
4.Unexpected ae ; ; 
Because DEPO- OVERA is such an effective na method, the risk of accidental preg: 
nancy for women who get their shots regularly ore 3 months [13 weeks]) is very low, While 
there have been reports of an increased risk of low birth weight and neonatal infant death or 
other health ports in infants conceived close to the time of injection, such ancies are 
uncommon. if you think you may have become pregnant while using DEPO-PROV: 
traception, see your health-care provider as soon as possible. 
5 Allergic Reactions cae 
Some women using DEPO-PROVERA Contraceptive Injection have reported severe and poten- 
tially life-threatening allergic reactions known as anaphylaxis and anaphylactoid reactions. 
Symptoms include the sudden onset of hives or swelling and itching of the skin, breathing difficul- 
ties, and a drop in blood pressure.

Women who use hormone-based contraceptives may have an increased risk of blood clots or 
stroke. Also, if a contraceptive method fails, there is a possibility that the fertilized egg will begin 
to develop outside of the uterus (ectopic pregnancy). While these events are rare, you should 
tell your health-care provider if you have any of the problems listed in the next section.

What are possible side effects of DEPO-PROVERA Contraceptive Injection? 
|,Weight Gain 
You oe experience a wen ain while you are using DEPO-PROVERA. About two thirds of 
the women who used DEP "PROVERA in clinical trials reported a weight gain of about 5 pounds 
during the first year of use. You may continue to gain weight after the first year. Women in one 
large study who used DEPO-PROVERA for 2 years gained an average total of 8.1 pounds over 
those 2 years, or a promteey 4 pounds per year. Women who continued for 4 years gained an 
average total of it pounds over those 4 years, or approximately 3.5 pounds per year. Women 
who continued for 6 years gained an average total of 16.5 pounds over those 6 years, or approx- 
imately 2.75 pounds per year, 
2.0ther Side Effects 
In a clinical study of over 3,900 women who used DEPO-PROVERA for up to 7 years, some 
women reported the following effects that may or may not have been related to their use of 
DEPO-PROVERA: Irregular menstrual bleeding, amenorrhea, headache, nervousness, abdominal 
cramps, dizziness, weakness or fatigue, decreased sexual desire, leg cramps, nausea, vaginal dis- 
charge or irritation, breast swelling and tenderness, bloating, swelling of the hands or feet, back- 
ache, depression, insomnia, acne, pelvic pain, no hair growth or excessive hairloss, rash, hot flash- 
es, and joint pain. Other problems were reported by very few of the women in the clinical trials, 
but some of these could be serious. These include convulsions, jaundice, urinary tract infections, 
allergic reactions, fainting, paralysis, osteoporosis, lack of return to fertility, deep vein thrombosis, 
pulmonary embolus, breast cancer, or cervical cancer. If these or any other poe occur dur- 
ing your use of DEPO-PROVERA, discuss them with your health-care provider.

During the time you are using DEPO-PROVERA for ee nye a aa or your

you may be pregnant, see your health-care provider. 
2.Laboratory Test Interactions 
If you are scheduled for any laboratory tests, tell your health-care provider that you are using 
DEPO-PROVERA for contraception. Certain blood tests are affected by hormones such as 
DEPO-PROVERA. 
3.Drug Interactions iA

ness of DEPO-PROVERA if the two drugs are given during the same time. 


4.Nursing Mothers 
ANtough DEPO-PROVERA can be passed to the esr eat in the breast milk, no harmful 
effects have been found in these children. DEPO-PROVERA does not prevent the breasts from 
roducing milk, so it can be used by nursing mothers. However, to minimize the amount of 
EPO. PROVERA that is passed to the infant in the first weeks after birth, you should wait until 
6 weeks after childbirth before you start Reno for contraception. 
How often do | get my shot of DEPO-PROVERA Contraceptive Injection? __ 
The recommended dose of DEPO-PROVERA is 150 mg every 3 months (13 weeks) given in a 
single intramuscular injection in the buttock or upper arm. To make sure that oy are not preg- 
nant at the time of the first injection, it is essential that the injection be given ONLY during the 
first 5 days of a normal menstrual period. If used following the delivery of a child, the first injec- 
tion of DEPO-PROVERA MUST be given within 5 days after childbirth if you are not breast- 
feeding or 6 weeks after childbirth if you are exclusively breast-feeding. If you wait longer than 
3 months ( 3 weeks) between injections, or longer than 6 weeks after delivery, your health-care 
rovider a eae determine that you are not pregnant before giving you your injection of 
EPO-PROVERA.
